ation, headed by Representative I: 
S. -Guthrey of Marion, held its first 
meeting this afternoon to 
consider 


employment of counsel and will meet 
tonight to receive suggestions as to 
proposed changes in the state taxing 
laws from State Auditor A. V. Don- 
ahey, who has been invited to ap- 
pear before the committee. 
The tax 


-committee is expected to receive sug- 
gestions from other sources 
during 


the "week. 
Sessions of the commit- 


tee .will be in the nature of public 
hearings. 
The committee on labor, headed by 


Representative O. B. 
Chapman of 


Dayton began hearings today on the 
initiated bill to ' amend the 
work- 
men's compensation law by elimin- 
ating private liability insurance com- 
panies from competition with 
the 


state workmen's compensation fund. 
This measure has the indorsement of 
Governor Cox. The Ohio Manufac- 
turers association is taking a refer- 
endum vote of its membership 
on 


the proposed bill. 


Presidential suffrage for women, 


some politicians say stands a good 
chance of early passage. 
It is not 


known- yet whether Governor Cox 


"would''Sppr6v~§ such a bill should it

left of their position apparently none 
too secure owing to the Teutonic oc- 
cupation of the Dobrudja bank of 
the Danube, opposite Braila and Ga- 
latz. 


Today's German official reports on 


conditions along the Rumanian front 
mentions only outpost 
operations, 


'including the repulse of an 
attack 


by the Russians on a Teutonic ad- 
vanced position in the Putna valley. 


On the Franco-Belgian front there 


have been one or two developments 
of interest, including a German of- 
fensive movement in the Verdun re- 
gion and a British attack near 'Lens.

UPHOLDS OHIO'S 


"BLUE SKY" LAW

states—Ohio,

Dakota and Michigan—designed 
to 


curb sale of 
fraudulent 
securities 


were today upheld as constitutional 
by the supreme court. 


The court held that authority ex- 


ercised is not in excess of the state's 
"police powers" and that the law is 
not a burden upon interstate com- 
merce in the sale 
of 
stocks 
and 


bonds. 
In all cases the decision was by 


a vote of 8 to 1. Justice 
McRey- 


nolds dissenting in all cases. 


Justice IVIcKenna did not announce 


from the bench", the reasons

of the three states, but only the de- 
cisions of the; lower courts, holding 
the laws unconstitutional and enjoin- 
ing their enforcement, were reversed.

Peace by Victory 


Won't Last, Says 


President Wilson 


Delivers Message to Senate, Outlining Policy He Believes 


America Should Follow In Any Movement looking 


Toward Universal Peace-Declares That United 


States Must Play Important Part in Such 


a Movement-People of New World 


Must be Considered. 


MONROE DOCTRINE FOR 


THE WHOLE WORLD 


Proposes That All Nations Henceforth Should Avoid En- 


tangling Alliances Which Would Draw Them Into 
Competitions of Power and That Navies and Armies 
Should Be For Keeping Order, Not For Aggression 
and Selfish Violence—Declares These Are Principles 
of -Mankind and Must Prevail—His Address Said to 
Be the Greatest Document Since the Declaration of 
Independence

"Washington, Jan. 22.—President 


Wilson, in a personal address to the 
senate, today laid down the question 
of whether the United States shall 
depart from its traditional-- policy of 
isolation and no entangling alliances 
and take part in a world league to 
preserve peace after the war. 


Shattering precedent of more than 


a century, the President, regarding 
the senate with its 
treaty-making 


power as his counsellor in foreign 
affairs, explained why he believed 
the tims had come.for the world to 
know America's position and dis- 
cussed the 
underlying causes 
on 


which he believes a permanent peace 
of the world can be maintained. 


While 
President 
Wilson was 


speaking directly to the senators, 
after the manner 
of Washington, 


Madison and Ada.ms, 
his 
address 


was in the hands of all foreign gov- 
ernments or on its way to them. 


No such 
history-making 
event 


such far reaching! .possibilities 'to 
the United States probably ever had 
been seen in the senate chamber. 


In the background .of the funda- 


mental proposition of whether'the 
United States should alter the for- 
eign policy, laid down by Washing- 
ton and carried out by a long line 
of Presidents, was 
the 
possibility 
that out of some such league of na- 
tions might come a way to end the 
present war. 
For nearly half an hour the presi- 


dent spoke with members-of the sen- 
ate, members of the 
cabinet 
and 


packed galleries listening with rapt 
attention. When he concluded therr 
was a tremendous burst of applausi 
in which many of 
the 
Republicai 


senators joined. 
When the presi 


dent had finished and the senate re 
turned to its regular business Sena 
tor La Follette epitomized the seni 
ment of all present by saying: "\V< 
have just passed through a very im 
portant hour in 
the 
life 
of 
th< 


world." 


Senators generally reserved com 


ment on the president's address bu' 
some Republicans who said they die 
not wish to be quoted, said they were 
opposed "to both the propriety anr 
substance." 


Briefly the president in 
his 
ad 


dress said he believed that no peac 
which was a peace of victory in th< 
present war would be a permanen 
peace and that it must be taken fo1 
granted that peace must be followed 
by some definite concert of powei 
which will make it virtually "im- 
possible that any such catastropht 
should ever overwhelm us again." 


"It 
is inconceivable." he said 
"that the 
people of the 
Unitet 
States should play no part in tha< 
great 
enterprise." . . . 
thej 


cannot in honor, withhold the serv- 
ice to which they are about to bt 
challenged. 
"That service is nothing less than 


this:

of the world to state the conditions 
under which they will feel free to 
render it. 
"That service is nothing less than 


this—to add their 
authority and 


their power to the authority and 
force of other 
nations to guarantee 


peace and 
justice 
throughout the 


world. 
Such a. settlement 
cannot 


now be long postponed. 
Tt is right 


that before it comes 
this 
govern- 


ment should frankly formulate the 
conditions upon which it would feel 
justilied in asking our people to ap- 
prove its formal and solemn adher- 
ence to a league for peace. 
I am 


here to attempt to state those con- 
ditions. 
"The present war 
must first bs 


ended; but we owe it to candor and 
to a just regard tor the opinion of 
mankind to say that so far as our 
Darticipation 
in 
guarantee of fu- 


ture peace is concerned, it makes a 
areat deal of difference in what -nay 
and upon what 
terms it is ended. 


The treaties and agreements whien 
bring ir to an 
end 
must embody 


terms which will create a peace that 
is worth guaranteeing and preserv- 
ing, 
a peace that will win the ap- 


proval of mankind; not 
merely a 


peace fiat will serve the several in- 
terests and immediate aims of th2 
nations engaged.

auout from sovereignty as if

were property. I take it for grant- 
ed, for instance, if I

whole populations will fisht substan- 
tially and constantly against it and 
the 
world 
will sympathize 
The 


world can be at peace only if its life 
is stable and there can be no stabil 
ity where the will is in 
rebellion, 


where there is not tranquility "of 
spirit and a sense of justice, of free- 
dom ct right. 


''So tar as practicable, more over. 


every great people now struggling 
towards a full development of its re- 
•ioan-es, and of its powers should be 
assured a diiect outlet to tne great 
highways of'the sea. Where 
t;iis 


cannot be done by the cession 
o< 


territory, it can no doubt be done bj 
the neutralization of direct rights o< 
way under the 
general 
guarantee 


which will assure the neace itself 
With a right comity of arrangement 
no nation need be shut^away from 
free eccess to the open paths of the 
world's commerce. 


"And the paths of the sea must 


alike m law and in fact be free The 
freedom of the seas is the sine qu 
non of peace,-"equality arftl co-opera- 
tion.

It need 
not be difficult to define or secure 
the freedom of the seas if the gov- 
ernments of the world sincerely de- 
sire to come to an agreement con- 
cerning it. 


"It is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval arma- 
ments and the co-operation of the 
navies of the world in keeping 
the 


seas at once free and safe. Aud the 
question of limiting the naval arma- 
ments oweus the wider aud perhapf 
more difficult question of the limi- 
tations of armies and of all programs 
of military preparation. 


Difficult and delicate as these 


questions are. they must be faced 
with the utmost candor and deckled 
in a' spirit of real accommodation if 
peace is io come with healing in its 
wings and coiic to stay. 
Pea<~3 can- 


not be had without concession and 
sacrifice. There can be uo sense of 
safety and equality among 1he na- 
tions of great armaments arc 
forth tn continue licrc and there lo 
be built up and 
maintained.

statesmen of 1hc world must plan for 
peace and nations must adjust and 
nc<"omni<idaHc their policy lo it 
as 


thc-y have planned for war and made 
ready for pitiJess contest and rivalry.

that there is in this promise no 
breach in either our traditions or our 
policy as a nation, but a fulfillment 
rather, of all that we have proiessed 
or striven for. 
"I am proposing, as it were, that 


the nations should with one accord 
adopt the doctrine of President Mon- 
roe, a& the doctrine of the world: 
that no pation should seek to extend 
its policy over any other nation or 
people, but that every people should 
be left tree to determine its own 
policy, its own way of development, 
unhindered, unthreatened, unafraid, 
the little along with the great and 
powerful. 


"I am proposing that all nations 


henceforth

"These are American principles, 


American policies We can stand for 
no otheis.
